“The advantage of the Wii 
program is that i¢ combines 
physical and cognitive activity,” 
Radtke said. “The Nintendo Wii 
is becoming pretty popular with 
senior citizens because it gets 
them moving, biit it’s not strenu- 
ous.”

A $33.6 million project to 
build new barracks at Camp 
Grayling will boost the capabili- 
ty of the military post to train 
soldiers and provide a muck 
needed shot in the arm for the 
local economy. 

Architects and engineers are 
currently designing the project 
that will establish new barracks. 
to house troops at Camp 
Grayling. 

Col. Dean Brown, the Canip 
Grayling commander, said the 
project is the largest initiative 
taken to build new barracks on 
the grounds since the early 
1970s. 

The heated and air condi- 
tioned buildings will have the 
capacity for 1,400 beds where 
the soldiers can stay while they 
are training, The building will 
replace the cement block struc- 
ture barracks, which have no 
bathrooms, running water or 
heat. 

The upgrades in the barracks 
will allow the camp to offer 
training to soldiers in its off sea- 
gdh, which runs frotti November 
through April.

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Timbering foes protest 
Mason Tract cutting ~

Timbering of a large oak stand 
in the Mason Tract has created a 
stir with some forestry foes and 
Crawford County residents. 

A 49-acre stand of oak located 
in the Mason Tract, pristine 
property which surrounds the 
South Branch of the AuSable 
River, was recently clear-cut by 
loggers. 

The Mason Tract includes 14 
miles on the AuSable River that 
was given to the state by auto 
executive George Mason upon 
his death in 1954, The state has 
added to the original 1,300 acre 
donation, making it 4,500 acres 
of recreational land available for 
hunting, hiking, fly-fishing and 
cross country skiing. 

Susan Thiel, the Grayling unit 
manager for the Department of 


Natural Resources, said the deci- 
sion to clear cut the oak was 
made so that new oak trees will 
regenerate from the stump 
sprouts. 

Thiel said some of the oak 
trees were nearing 100 years, 
were starting to decline and were 
prone to disease and insect infes- 
tations. 

“We need to have that regener: 
ation so we can continue to have 
oak on our landscape,” Thiel 
said. “Statewide we are losing 
our oak, and I want that oak to 
continue to be a part of the 
Mason Tract.” 

Another 30 acres of jack pine 
in the Mason Tract is also slated 
to be timbered. 

Thiel said the decision to for- 
est the land was made in 2002,

“The building will allow us 
year round usage and give us 
greater capability to train troops 
to support the Army and National 
Guard as they are preparing to 
head into the theater of operations 
in Iraq,” Brown said. 

The project will include the 
construction of eight barracks to 
house enlisted soldiers, one offi- 
cers quarters, two company oper- 
ations facilities, two dining facili- 
ties and two battalion headquar- 
ters. The multiple free standing

structures will total 230,000 
square feet of space. The build- 
ings will be similar to barracks 
built at the Camp Grayling Army 
Airfield in recent years. 

The project to replace the bar- 
racks and other facilities, which 
are called an Operational Training 
Readiness Center, was not slated 
to take place until 2013, under 
Camp Grayling’s five-year devel- 
opment plan. 

Brown said that Sen. Carl 
Levin, D-Mich., who is chairman 
of the U.S. Senate’s Armed 
Services Committee, was instru- 
mental in moving the project for- 
ward. 

Brown said that Levin saw the 
need for barracks modernization 
and a need for state-of-the-art 
facilities that other National 
Guard and Army training centers 
already have. 

“This is a major coup and a 
huge plus for us,” said Brown, 
who is chairman of a national 
training center advisory council 


’ for the National Guard Bureau. 


TowerPinkster, an architecture 
and engineering firm that has 
offices in Kalamazoo and Grand 
Rapids, has been selected by the 


Michigan Department — of 
Management and Budget to do 
the planning for the new facilities. 

Major Jim Robson, the post 
engineer for Camp Grayling, said 
just over a third of the design 
work has taken place. The final 
plans are expected to be complet- 
ed by August. 

The project could be bid out for 
construction after Aug. | or may 
have to wait until after Oct. 1, 
which is the start of the next fiscal 
year for the federal government 
and the State of Michigan. 

Firms that seek to be awarded 
the construction project will be 
subject to federal bidding guide- 
lines. 

Robson said that local con- 
struction firms and businesses 
may be able to supply services 
and supplies for the construction 
of the new facilities. The barracks 
and headquarters will also be 
equipped with $5 to $7 million in 
furnishings. 

“By the time it gets down to the 
subcontractors, that’s when you’ ll 
start to see local vendors getting 
in on this,” Robson said. 

Funding for construction of the 
project will depend on deal bro- 


kering by Michigan’s 
Congressional delegation. 

Rep. John Murtha, D-Pa,, 
chairman of the House of 
Representatives Defense 
Appropriations subcommittee, 
has pledged to give President 
George Bush the war funding he 
has requested as long as there is a 
firm plan for U.S. troops to leave 
Iraq. Murtha has pledged to 
release supplemental appropria- 
tions funding for other military 
initiatives focused on addressing 
projects that call for better train- 
ing and equipping troops before 
deployment. 

Funds for the Camp Grayling 
project would come through the 
Military Construction and 
Veterans Affairs Appropriations 
Subcommittee. 

Camp Grayling and state mili- 
tary officials will continue to plan. 
for the project while they await 
the outcome of the funding. 

“We don’t know whether any- 
thing is going to change or not, so 
we're just in a big holding pat- 
tern,” said Maj. Dawn Dancer, 
spokesperson for the Michigan 
Department of Military and 
Veterans Affairs.

Building improvements 


| added to deal with city

Grayling City officials gave a 
downtown property owner just 


over three months to make 
‘improvements to his building 
while he is addressing other ordi- 
nance issues. 

The Grayling City Council, at 
its regular monthly meeting last 
week, amended its agreement 
with Roger Moshier, owner of 
the Moshier Auto Repair proper- 
ty located at 104 Ogemaw St., to 
include making repairs to his 
building. Moshier is a member of 
the city council. 

Last month, the council gave 
Moshier until June 30 to have all 
unlicensed vehicles and junk 
removed from the property so 


_ that he is in compliance with the 


city’s nuisance ordinance, which 
was recently updated. 

The council deferred its deci- 
sion on the future of his auto 
garage building until after a 
building inspection was complet- 
ed. 

Joe Duran, the director of 
Crawford County’s building and 
zoning department, handled the 
inspection. Following Duran’s 
recommendation, the city coun- 
cil is mandating that Moshier 
make repairs to the roof, upgrade 
electrical circuits and replace 
windows in the building to bring 
it up to code. He must also tear 
down the building facing 
Norway Street and tear down or 
make improvements to its fence. 

Moshier was given until June 
30 to make the building and 
property improvements. 

Moshier agreed with the dead- 
line set by city officials. 

“My fecling is, I’m part of the 
community, so P’Ii clean it up and 
see if that helps business,” 
Moshier said. 

Moshier said he intends to put 
the property up for sale. 

“Maybe someone can take the 
building and make some 
improvements to it or build 
something else there,” he said. 

In February, Moshier was 


given until June 30 to have his 
property cleaned up. He appealed 
to the council to have the dead- 
line extended since he works as a 
bus mechanic for the Crawford 
AuSable School District, serves 
as a bus driver and also runs the 
auto repair business, 

Grayling City Manager David 
Thayer said he fully. expects 
Moshier will comply with the 
agreement. He added that the city 
has offered to have environmen- 
tal studies done on the property 
with funds received from the 
Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality, to assist 
Moshier with the sale of the 
property, 

“When the snow is gone, he 
will get a better handle on things 
and we’l! go from there,” Thayer 
said. 

A handful of area residents 
attended the city council meeting 
and commended city officials for 
addressing blight issues in the 
community. They applauded the 
city for taking the area behind 
Shoppenagon’s and turning it 
into a parking lot. The city is 
leasing the parking area from 
Bill Gannon, the owner of 
Gannon Broadcasting, and sever- 
al other downtown businesses, 
who purchased the 
Shoppenagon’s property last 
year, 

“Now, it’s not an eyesore and 
it’s an attraction,” Thayer said.

City officials are currently 
updating the entire ordinance 
book for the city to bring all reg- 
ulations up to date.

DHD offers free 
cancer screenings 


District Health Department 
(DHD) #10 is recognizing March 
as National Colorectal Awareness 
month and’is encouraging screen- 
ing through a free screening pro- 
gram. This project is a collabora- 
tion between DHD #10, the 
Michigan Department of 
Community Health and local hos- 


_ pitals and physicians. 


More than 153,000 men and 
women will be diagnosed with 
colorectal cancer in the United 
States this year. Colorectal cancer 
is the second leading cause of can- 
cer death in Michigan, Colorectal 
cancer -develops from polyps that 
are found on the lining of the 
colon or rectum. Polyps are non- 
cancerous growths that can 
become cancerous if not detected 
early and removed. There are 
often no symptoms in the early 
stages of cancer. 

As the cancer progresses, 
symptoms may develop such as a 
change in bowel movement pat- 
terns, visible blood or abdominal 
discomfort. Unfortunately, most 
people wait until long after they 
experience these symptoms 
before seeking medical treatment. 
Colorectal cancer can be prevent- 
ed if polyps are found early and 


are removed before becoming 
cancerous. : 

Current guidelines recommend 
that all people over the age of 50 
be screened. Individuals with a 
family history should begin at an 
earlier age. Colorectal cancer is 
preventable and treatable if 
detected early. 

Free colorectal cancer screen- 
ing is being offered to residents of 
Crawford, Kalkaska, Lake, 
Manistee, Mason, Mecosta, 
Missaukee, Newaygo, Oceana and 
Wexford Counties with either no 
insurance or coverage’ which does 
not cover colorectal cancer 
screening. Screening consists of a 
personal risk assessment followed 
by a home stool testing kit. If 
individuals are determined to be at 
high risk, or have a positive test, 
they will be referred on for a free 
colonoscopy through local hospi- 
tals, 

This grant provides a limited 
number of screenings. Enrollment 
can be done by phone. Individuals 
interested in this screening pro- 
gram should contact their local 
DHD #10 office.

The legislation won unani- 
mous approval in the committee 
and is awaiting a full House vote.

rose to $13.2 million, due to a 
boost from the 21st Century Jobs 
Trust Fund, allowing the division 
to launch its Pure Michigan cam- 
paign, which won national 
awards for best state tourism 
advertising and best state televi- 
sion ads in 2007. 

In addition to funding the new 
winter ad campaign, 
Zimmermann said the money 
would be used for national cable 
TV spots for Michigan’s summer 
attractions. Past advertising has 
been only regional. 

Those regional campaigns 
have proven that tourism adver- 
tising is a good investment, 
Zimmermann said. Between 
2004 and 2006, they led to 2.6 
million trips to Michigan, which 
he said put $2.70 into the state 
treasury for every ad dollar. 

And that economic boost, 
Zimmermann adceu, “is almost 
immediate. The majority of it 
happens in the same year.” 

Sally Laukitis, executive direc- 
tor of the Holland Area 
Convention and Visitors Bureau, 
said the ads are working on the 
Lake Michigan shore. 

“We actually do get people

have to pay taxes on it,” 
Maidment said. “Maybe they 
thought it was the right thing to 
do, but aesthetically, they ruined 
it.” 

Maidment ‘said the clear cut, 
located off of a road leading 
through the Mason Tract, creat- 
ed an eyesore. 

“You come to one point and 
you could Jand airplanes in 
there,” he said. 

Larry Helvie, who is among a 
group of Crawford County resi- 
dents who have protested the 
state’s timbering practices, is 
also angered by the logging in 
the Mason Tract.

“The state's turning 
everything into a tree farm. The 
only thing that's going to save 
the state is tourists.” 

Rusty Gates, president of the 
Anglers of the AuSable, a local 
conservation group, believes 
that the DNR should focus on 
smaller and selective cuts to pre- 
serve wildlife habitat and pre- 
vent the opening and closing of 
roads for loggers.

The STREAM & LAKE MAP OF 
MICHIGAN resembles another 
map—known to Pennsylvania 
anglers as the "Lost Stream Map.” 

The “Stream Map of 
Pennsylvania” was completed in 
1965 after a thirty-year effort by 
Howard Higbee, a former Penn 
State Professor. 

Professor Higbee succeeded in 
creating a map of the highest detail 
possible—a map that shows every 
stream and lake. He painstakingly 
plotted by hand, the location of 
45,000 miles of streams onto a 
3 by 5 foot map. 

The map sold extremely well— 
until it was lost several years after 
it first appeared in print. Incredibly, 
the printer entrusted with the origi- 
nal drawing and printing plates, 
declared bankruptcy, then care- 
lessly hauled Highee’s 30 years of 
work to a landfill. 

The few remaining dog-eared 
Copies became a prized fisher- ! 
man’s possession. Professor ' 
Higbee was offered $400 for one =|} 
Of his last maps. And state agen- |} 
cies were forced to keep their 
copies under lock and Key. 

Experts told Professor Higbee 
that reprints were impossible, 
because the maps were printed in |!

(NewsUSA) — As _ tempera- 
tures increase, so do our activity 
levels. Often we find ourselves 
performing tasks we've done our 
entire lives. 


the lower back may not have 
affected us in the past years, but 
they can sneak up quickly. They 
can easily become painful and, 
in some. cases, keep us from 
doing the things we enjoy so 
much.

¢ If you sit for extended peri- 
ods of time at work, interrupt 
your sitting to get up and move 
around, Try sending a fax, mak- 
ing a copy or even taking a walk 
on your lunch break. 

¢ Be certain you have a good 
sitting position at work or in 
your car.. Your knees should not 
be higher than your hips. Make a 
habit of keeping your hips 
towards the back of your chair. 

¢ If you're gardening or per- 
forming any other activity that 
requires prolonged or repeated 
bending at the waist, straighten 
your back often and walk 
around. Intermittently stretch by 
performing a standing backward 
bend by placing your hands in 


the small of your back and bend- . 


ing backward five to 10 times. 


¢ When lifting an object from 
the ground, get as close as possi- 
ble to the object; bend your 
knees while you keep your back 
erect as you squat; straighten 
knees, not your back, as you lift 
the object upward; pivot your 
feet and do not twist your back 
as you move the object to anoth- 
er location; and as you lower the 
object to the ground or other sur- 
face, get as close as you can to 
the surface. 

¢ Avoid slouching postures 
immediately following a physi- 
cal activity while your body 
cools: down. Often this is the 
time that back pain develops, not 
during the physical activity 
itself.

The early stages of a child's ievelopmiiit can be sreatiy affected by hearing loss. 
Hearing loss treatment critical at an early age 


(NewsUSA) — Hearing loss is 
a subject often overlooked in the 
early development of a child. 


-Whether ignored or unrecog- 


nized by a parent, misdiagnosed 
by a pediatrician or simply too 
unaffordable to correct; children 
are the ones who suffer the most. 

According to a national study 
released by the Better Hearing 
Institute (BHI), an estimated 1.4 
million people under the age of 
18 have some form of hearing 
loss-that’s approximately 1.7 
percent of children. Only 12 per- 
cent wear hearing devices. 
Based on objective studies pub- 
lished in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association, 
the BHI believes the figure 
could be as high as 15 percent 
due to early exposure to noise. 


That means many parents are not 


aware that their child has hear- 
ing loss. 

In some cases, soianeind 
mistakenly say the child's hear- 


ing loss is untreatable. However, 


even when doctors and audiolo- 
gists suggest a hearing device, 
parents can still be hesitant and 
often minimize the impact of the 
child's hearing loss. When a 
child's hearing loss is recognized 
within the educational system, 
often the only treatment is front- 
row seating, which for many is 


inadequate. National research 
also shows that 50 percent of 
parents do not pursue detailed 
testing when their infant fails 
initial hearing screening at birth. 
Most parental concerns come 
from either the stigma placed on 
a child and how others will per- 
ceive them if they wear hearing 
aids or from financial matters. 
_ The BHI strongly suggests 
that parents need to realize the 
importance of the early detec- 
tion and treatment of hearing 
loss and the resulting benefits. 
So, why should steps be taken 
early when it comes -to hearing 
loss in children? The following 
key developmental factors are 


compromised when a child has_ 


an uncorrected hearing loss: 
speech and language develop- 
ment, academic competence, 
social skills, emotional health, 
self-esteem, relationships with 
family members and cognitive 
development.. Early identifica- 
tion and correction of hearing 
loss would allow the child to 
grow and learn competitively 
with his or her peers and there- 
fore develop into a productive 
human being.

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Top five health stories 
to watch for in 2008 


(ARA) - When warnings 
about trans fats emerged, you 
worked hard to eliminate them 
from your family’s diet. You 
were quick to clean out the kids’ 
toy box when lead contamina- 
tion fears prompted recalls of 
foreign-made toys in 2007. 
Keeping on top of heaith news 
can help you and your family 
lead healthier, happier lives. 

“Staying abreast of health 
news becomes more critical 
every year,’ says Dr. Holly G. 
Atkinson, medical editor-in- 
chief of EverydayHeaith.com, 
the award-winning Web site that 
helps people manage their health 
online daily. “Knowledge - is 
power and being aware of the 
latest developments in medicine 
can help you make informed 
decisions about your own health 
care.” 

So what health developments 
on the horizon for 2008 are like 
to have the most impact on you 
and your family? Dr. Atkinson 
advises we keep our eyes on the 
following five developments: 

1. Personalized Medicine 
through Genetic Testing 

Genetic testing is promising to 
make it possible to identify 
many ailments you may be pre- 
disposed to such as heart dis- 
ease, diabetes, osteoporosis, 
hypertension, high cholesterol 
and colon, breast or skin can- 
cers. Testing to see if you carry 
the genes that have been linked 
to these diseases could allow for 
early diagnosis, treatment, and 
preventative measures tailored to 
your specific genetic makeup 
and lifestyle. 

“For example, it’s estimated 
that 600,000 Americans have 


‘familial hypercholesterolemia,’ 
a disease that causes high cho- 
lesterol levels, which in turn 
contributes to the risk of heart 
attack,” Dr. 
“Genetic testing can tell you if 
you are one of those 600,000 so 
your doctor can help you create 
a preventative plan for avoiding 
cholesterol-linked heart dis- 
ease.” 

What you can do: A new 
genetic test allows doctors to 
definitively identify people 


whose genes place them at risk 


of high cholesterol, putting them 
at risk for heart disease. If you 
have a family history of high 
cholesterol, heart disease before 
age 45 in men and 55 in women, 
tendon xanthomas (a wakxy- 
looking build up on tendons in 
the hands or feet) or known 
familial hypercholesterolemia, 
consider getting tested. | 

2. Controlling Obesity at an 
Earlier Age 

Obesity and corresponding 
diseases such as diabetes, liver 
and kidney problems, orthopedic 
injury and ultimately heart dis- 
ease continue to rise among chil- 
dren, teens and young adults. 
“For the first time in recorded 
medical history, we are at risk of 
life expectancy actually going 
down,” Dr. Atkinson says. 


| “Obesity i is a monumental threat 


to health.” 

Studies show that as much as a 
third of all American children 
and teens are overweight or 
obese, and yet many parents 
(around 40 percent by a recent 
study) don’t realize it. Medical 
professionals are beginning to 
see more children suffering from 
obesity-related diseases once

What you can do: First, recog- 
nize if your child is overweight. 
If your child has a weight prob- 
lem, get professional help imme- 
diately — for the entire family. 
Children learn health habits at 
home; lead by example by tak- 
ing steps to control your own 
weight and heart health. Create a 
healthful home environment 
conducive to good eating and 
exercise habits: for example, 
throw out the junk food, cut up 
vegetables and put them out 
before dinner, ban eating while 
watching TV, and take an 
evening family walk. Also, sup- 
port community initiatives to 
fund healthier lunches and more 
exercise at school. | 

3. Vitamins and Anti-oxi- 
dants May Not Be So Good 
For You After All | 

Recent studies have shown 
that anti-oxidants and some vita- 
mins may have less of a positive 


health impact than previously 


thought. In fact, some data indi- 
cates such supplements may 
actually boost your risk of some 
types of cancer, including 
prostate cancer, increase mortal- 
ity rates, or fail to have any pos- 
itive impact on cardiovascular 
health. 

What you can do: “Patients 
should be aware that many of the 
benefits claimed by maitiufactur- 
ers of these supplements have 
not been substantiated by 
research,” Dr. Atkinson says. 
“For example, studies do not 
show a benefit from vitamin C, 
vitamin E, or beta carotene for 
prevention of cardiovascular 
events. Do not substitute these 
supplements for medically 
proven courses of disease treat- 
ment or prevention, including 
practicing healthful lifestyle 
habits.” ) i

For years, DNA testing was 
hard to come by.

“Learn about the test, what 
it can show, and consider the 
truth and consequences.”

4. Quit Smoking 

If you smoke cigarettes (or cig- 
ars), your risk of developing coro- 
nary heart disease is two to four 
times that of nonsmokers. You 
also have a higher risk of illness 
and death from heart attack, 
stroke and other diseases, includ- 
ing lung, mouth and throat can- 
cers; chronic lung diseases and 
infections; congestive heart fail- 
ure; and peripheral vascular dis- 
ease (in the legs and arms). 

The good news is that when 
you stop smoking — no matter 
how long or how much you’ve 
smoked — your risk of heart dis- 
ease and stroke starts to drop. It is 
cut in half after one year without 
smoking, then continues to 
decline until it’s as low as a non- 
smoker’s risk. 

5. Maintain a Healthy Weight 

If you have too much body fat, 
particularly around the waist area, 
you're putting yourself at risk for 
a myriad of health problems, 
including high blood pressure, 
high blood cholesterol, high 
triglycerides, diabetes, heart dis- 
ease and stroke. Try to reach a 
healthy weight — and stay there. 
To lose weight, most women 
should eat 1,200 to 1,500 calories 
a day, but not less than 1,200.
